Itayniiiiiil told ni(\ wmn about lint 
most danirerouH that any spy eon Id 
underl«ik<\ The two K'''''*t armies 
wtM-e almoHt ready to fl/ilit. eaeli 
other any day, and all the eainps 
were unuHiially watehful of nn- 
kiinwn civiliaiiM. Col. Raymond 
Hiiid he wanted 20 yoiinir men who 
had iiervt!, and who would no into 
(heeniMny's lineH, ready to die, if 
iH^ecMHary, without whimiieriiifi; or 
diviilKiiiK of Hccret. lie also in- 
formed me Ihal scveial Confeder- 
ate spitiH had been recently handed 
at Corinth, and lluit the enemy 
would Hiiii'U' ii'i.'ili.iii. nil h'oiji. I'lll 
Hjiies. 

I WJis ^1 \ i-ii I \\ I » liiiii I > ii I i II 1 11 k the 
proposition ov(>r. 1 ^>m\.h left in a 
room and not alloweil to Hpcak to 
any of my comradiw. 

1 confest^ I almost^ ptuspired 
blood as I sat there alone that love- 
ly May morning, and thought over 
thtt horrible risk I was niuun, to 
t.ako. Hut I agreed (o no. 

Col. Raymond said that Cen. 
(Irant wishetl t<i talk with the men 
who wei(< to up as spies. Tlii" Col- 
onel led UH ammt half a mile away 
tt> a dilapidated hous<^ wln>re OranI 
made his temporaiy hoad(|iiartei'H. 
Ceil. (Sraiil l<>fl a table full of maps 
aiid drawiiipfs and cami> to speak 
with usin the yard, lie exjilained 
that we had lM>en chosen becau.se of 
tli<! reputation for coolness, nerve 
and (iaring. He told us that if 



any of us had any hesitancy or 
doubt of our coura^re in enuiaKinfi; 
in the spy work in a rt'jjion and at 
!i lime vvhiMi we would be summari- 
ly liiiiiKetl if caiiifht that one should 
(ieciline the .siwviee then and tli(>re. 
That aftiMMioon each of us was 
instructed in the particular in- 
formation ho was to get, and the 
respective iiart ho wa,s to play as a 
civilian in the enemy's caiiii). 

I was ^iveii the task of observinjj 
sonic topoo^raphical fads and noting? 
what artillery (ion. .lolin.son's 
army had. 1 was instruction to be 
a deaf-mute. The Surgeon on 
(len. (IreiiHon's (.taff had been the 
head of a deaf and duml) school at 
Cl((vi'liiiid, iiiid he spent several 
liimrs in drilliiif; u\i\ as a <luminy. 
I WHS to iii) to over to .lackson 
with a satchel full of shoo blaek- 
inj; shiiviiif,' soap, paper collars and 
notions, apiiaienlly earnin^f my 
livelihood by sellinji^ my wnn^s to 
Conl'ederatt* soldiers. A pencil 
and slate w(>re my mode of (u>m- 
miiiiication. 

1 slftrtod out from the Grand 
(Jiilf late on the niyht'of May ,5. I 
knew that I would be suspected of 
being a spy and that the least in- 
dicjilion that iiiv hcariiijif was at all 
fjood would forfeit my life. 

I was within the enemy's liiuvs 
by noon tlH^ next day. I ate under 
a cowshed whil(> the the rain driz- 
zled down. 

In the afternoon 1 was fjoinn; 
along a road near a liamlot known 
IS (Kriggsliys. I heani a trooi) ot 
cfivalry coming down the road be- 
hind me. I put on a blank e\pr(>s- 
sioii and triiilgcd along with my 
black satchel over my shoulder. 

A LieiilonHnt rode up to ino and 
called : 

" Hello, thtM'e ; where are yon 
going V" 

I had had tiiii(> to prejia re my- 
self for this test. T started as if at 
tlKMipiicaranee of the horse under 
my eyes, and looki^tl vacantly up 
at tilt* cavalryman. 

Il(> repeated his question. In a 
second I had my jiocket slate 
out and handed it courteously to 
the olliccr. The otheis in tht^ 
lioop laiighcil anil stiid : 

"()|i, he's a d — fool dummy." 
The liicutenant wrote on my 
slate: "Who are you and where 
are you going ?" 

I wrote tlifit I was Daniel Kree- 
nian and that I wan peddling for a 
living. 

Several of the troops rem.arkod 
that it was foolish to waste time on 
such a dumb muttonhead as I, for 
I'd Ik> canirhl anyhow, and the trooji 
galloix'd aw.iy. 

I saw a camp of fully 1000 Con- 
fcdeiates down in a valley. 1 
k\ww that my presence would be 
reported at headquartors by the 
cavalrymen and it would be folly 
lo go past, a camp if I wore really 
seeking trade. 1 was stopped by a 
seiitintd about the camp. 1 wrote 
for him my name and business on 
my slate. He gr)wlcd something 
about lunk-head dummies wander- 
ing aliout in war linu', and catch- 
ing me by the coat sleeve led mo to 
tile Odicer of (iuard. The sen- 
tinel expltiined that I was deaf ami 
dumb and went away. 

The otTlcei had evidently known 
that the role of dummy was not un- 
common with up-to-date spies. 
"Stand over tlmre a second, till I 
finish this," said ho to nie in the 
most artful, otT-hand, easy nuimicr. 
My knees did move slightly and 
T almost stejiped a foot. 

Hut I caught mysi^lf whiltn tin* 
cold chills chas(»d up and down my 
Hjiinc at my iilnmst forgtttfnlncHS, 
and I resolved not to risk my neck 
so easily again. 

" Vour hand is bloody," said ho 
turning carelessly to me. 1 stood 
like a post, looking vacantly at 
him. 

Some of the cavtilr.\ iiieii I had 
seen on thi^ road came in, and I 
knew from tli(< e\pri«ssioii on the 
olliccr of the guard's face that I 
was to be tested for my dtvifnt'ss. ' 
I stood iiidi(T(>rent to my environ- 
ment, looking at a jiioture on the 
wall, while I knew that some l<>st 
of my healing was bciiifj |)rcpiired 
at my rear. 

Sudd<Mily one of the cii viilr,\ men 
drew his »word and shouted : 

"(^ il il n this Yankee ; 

I've a gooil mind to put him to tlut 
wall right here I" 

"Stab the !" cri(>d another. 

Fancy how you would fool to 



hear such words shouted in your 
ears by a groat, burly and armed 
cavalryman in an enemy's cainj). 
I Ciin't desiM-ibe my feelings, liut I 
never blinked. I stood scrutiniz- 
ing the print picture on the wall. 

I knew that my every muscle 
and norvo was being watched by 
every one in the apartment. The 
least twitch or turn of the head 
would have betrayed me. 

" He's about as diiiiiV* as they 
make 'em," said the odicer of the 
giiaid, when it was seen how obli- 
vious I was to all their tests of 
my hearing. " Isn't it strange 
that such a poor cuss should gd 
pcdilling around the lines of w.nr- 
fare. He will get over the Yank 
liiKS and it'll go hard with him 
soiiK* of tlies(> day.s." 

I was dismissed. I went ped- 
dling al)out the camp, all the time 
keeping my eyes ojuni for topogra- 
phical and armameiit information. 
Two days lat«>r I was s(<ven miles 
farther in tin* enemy's country. 1 
met hundreds of Confederate .sol- 
diers on the way, but the fact that 
I had i)a.ssc«l an outlying camp all 
right was an indication that I was 
a geniiino fool dummy. 

I got a mass of information and 
htid hourly simple tests of my hear- 
ing, or ratlier my non-lioaring 
faculty. 

I was almost on the verge of 
nervous prostration from the strain 
of ceaseless precaution I had to ex- 
tM'ciso lest I reveal my hearing. 

1 was standing in the door of a 
shanty cookho'i.se in a camp, and, 
witJiont a moment's warning down 
(Ninio about five gallons of cold 
water on my head and shoulders. 
1 shudder now when 1 think how 
near I came to cursing the Con- 
federate soldiers who stood about 
to watch mo. 

Itist(>ad of saj'ing a word, I gur- 
gled a lot of iiiharmonions sounds 
of fright, and looked ilii> in..f.,iik„ 
a thing of wood. 

In another camp I wiis m| Hal- 
ting on the ground, intM'liauic.illy 
showing my .soaps and loliaccos, 
ami iihiying deaf to the thou.sand 
and one tpu'slions artfully put to 
me, when I sj>w by a soldier's eye 
that some test of niy hearing was 
to be mad<>. 

TImt moment I hoanl the click 
of a pistol being brought to cock. 
The wivipon was discharged within 
tliree inch<>s of nty oar. 

1 never had to hold nijself to- 
gether more than then. I slowly 
turned my head and looked inquir- 
ingly' about at tho smoke of the 
discharge. 

When I reached Gen. Johnson's 
main camp about Jackson, I 
knew lliat cruel 1 tests would be 
made. I had by that time gained 
nearly all the information I wished 
for Gen. Grant, and my plans wore 
how to get back to tho Federal 
lines. 

I slept in a barn one night, re- 
mote from any camp, whore I could 
have at least partial peace from 
the fear of soldiers watching to en- 
trap mo to my ileath. It is mar- 
vtOous that T wa.s not stark mad by 
that time. Tho next morning as I 
was g»»tliiig out of lh(> barn I saw 
,s(>venvl infantry soldiers out forag- 
ing. My actions had rousotl their 
suspicions. 

1 wrote on my slate that I was a 
Confed«>rate ])oddlcr named Free- 
man on my way to Jackson to get 
new goods for selling to the boys 
in gray. 

"Oh, that won't ilo," said of tho 
soldiers. "I'll bet he's another 
Yank Hp> " 

Then 1 learned from tho conver- 
sation of my captors that two of the 
spies sent out from (iraiid (Julf at 
the time I was had boon caught 
antl hanged two days previous. 

Try and imagine what my 
thoughts weie as llu^ soldiers 
marched me across a cotton tlt>ld 
t,otlu> headqujtrters. In my four 
years of warfare that was the near- 
est I ev(>r saw death before me. It 
soiMHod perfectly hopeh^ss to brave 
out the ord(>al I would have to 
undergo in the enemy's lines, 
without a |»ass in my jxicket antl 
no one to vouch for nie. 

I was taken to Gen. Kirby 
Smilh's t«>nt. Tho General was 
infornuMl tluit I had been arresteii 
without a jtass, anil that I was 
snspecttMl of b(>ing a spy in the 
guise of a d(>af and dum)> peddler, 
(ten. Smith said nothing. 
Two or three officers iu his lent 



went and whispered to him. I 
knew they were devising schemes 
to catch me if I were a spy in dis- 
guise. 

I pulled myself together and 
looked absently alx iit, as if I had 
never seen tho interior of a tent in 
time of warfare. I knew that j 
was thoroughly suspected by all 
present. 

One of the officers wrote me a 
message on a bit of paper. \Vhile 
I was writing an answer, the man 
started and ejaculated, " Look 
out !" 

I wonder now that my hand did 
not start involuntarily. Tho of- 
licers and others weiv looking at it 
closely. 

For some minutes there was a 
(•onversation on my slate concerning 
why 1 had no pass in the Confeder- 
ate lines, whence I <'ame and where 
T was going. I could see it wius all 
done to disarm me of any fear I 
had. 

An officer (vime forward and 
siiid : " This poor mute looks 
tired. It. is a shame to keep him 
here." Then turning to me he 
smilingly said. "Are you hun- 
gry T 

It was a pretty ruse, but I sira- 
[ily stared at his ejuiuleis. 

Then they tried to make me pale, 
find it was a frightful lest. 

I wa.s given * seat while Gen. 
Smith turned to other business^ 
apparently forgetful of ine. The 
other oflleei's sat netir me and 
smoked jumI chatted. I'resently 
they bogan talking about some 
new orders that had been issu(>d 
to hang every Federal spy immedi- 
ately upon conviction. They talk- 
ed about how two 8j)ies that had 
been hanged two days ]>revious 
had acted, »is th«'y .squirmed in 
death, and how th«' ollicers were 
lo-.iking for more rpies to hang on 
the same spot. My brain was in a 
whirl. Kverything swam liefore 
my eyes, but I sat with my face 
turned U(> to the military tliagrams 
and rules of camp on the tent wall 
before mo. 

More whispering followed. I 
wrote on my slate. "I am hun- 
gry and tired. Why do you keep 
me here ?" 

A Colonel wroie : "We think 
you are d(>ceiving us. If you are, 
it will be death to you." He 
watched my face as I road the 
lines. 

1 wrote iu reply : "I have a 
very hard lime getting a living in 
this war. 1 am with the Confeds 
with all my soul. Please may 1 
go." 

In an hour I was taktui to a 
shanty like affair and locked in. 
A young man in Federal uniform 
was lying on the floor when 1 en- 
tered. Ho rose, ami looking at me, 
said : " My gotHlne.ss gracious, 
have they got you, too ?" 

I lookeil vacantly at him. I 
wrote that T was mute. 

Then tho stranger lam'Iuxl nnd 
said : 

"Oh, it won't do Vmi .m^N ^innl to 

keep that trick up longer' We're 
going to die together as Ihiion 
spi<>s, juid why not be nwigne*! to 
it. I was caught day before yes- 
toixlay, and I've been sentenced to 
be hanged. Now they'll v%it for 
you to go with me. Ha, ha. we'll 
show tho Robs how Yankee boys 
can die game, won't we ?" 

It was a trying moment, and I 
did want to open my heart and 
mouth to such a jolly Federal nmn, 
while my case seemed j)retty hojie- 
le.ss. I could not toll what opinion 
the man at (Jen. Smith's heail- 
(piarteis hail formed of my actions. 

I wrote on my slate that I was ji 
mute, and that it was useless to try 
to communicate with me except by 
signs or writing. But tho stranger 
talked right along, and fried to ap- 
peal to my love for the Union 
caii.se. He would suddenly fling a 
very natural question at me. 

Worn o\it and helpless as I was, 
I dared not doze oven for a second 
that night. 1 knew my companion 
was feigning sle(»p also. 

Along in the middle of the night, 
when I was purposely lu-eathing 
deep, and regularly. I heard sonie 
one enter. It was pitch dark. I 
was all at.t«>iition, Imf still breath- 
ing deeiK I heart] a pistol drawn 
from its holster. Crash, bang ! 
The w»>apon was fired an inch 
hImvvo my face. It seemetl as .if 
lightning had struck me. 

At the same nuunent a tlark lan- 



tern was flashed in my face and 
my countenance studied. 

I slowly oi)ened my eyes at the 
light and rolled over as if to uo to 
sleep. 

The pseudo-Union soiditr went 
out with the Confederates. 1 could 
hear them wliisi)ering about me 
and what reason there was lo sus- 
pect me as a spy. 

At 7 o'clock next morning I w;t,s 
led to the cook lent and given a 
meal. My .satchel was restored 
to mo. A Colonel came and shook 
me hy the hand. He lookett* over 
my few remaining soaps, etc., and 
bought a little. Then turning to 
me he asktnl : " How much are 
these '('" I believe my lower jaw 
did move. I was caught olT my 
guard for a trice. Hut I never 
spoke and the Colonel was nol 
looking at my face. 

He wrote me a pass in tiie line-* 
about Jackson, and just as he 
handed it to me he turned and 
said : " Let m<> see that again." 
My han 1 almost moved to obey 
such an agreeable gentleman. 
Hut in.stcad I folded the paper and 
stjvrtod on my way out of camp, 
knowing that I was watrhed 
covertly by scores of ey(>s. 

That day I replenished my sat- 
chel in Jackson and started bm-k 
by a circuitous road and towaitl the 
Federal lines. I had no further 
bother from the Confederates, and 
my gifts of tobacco to .several of- 
ficers whom I nut made me friends. 

I reache<l Grand (tuII at dawn 
on May U. I was thanked for the 
information I had got for my army 
and a month later I was First 
Lieutenant in my com[»any. 

Of the W men who went as spies 
at that lime, four wete captured 
and ihrei- were hanged. ()n«> man 
was shot dtnul by ji sentinel. 

I WHS in Xasliville, Teiin., in 
1S88, and I called upon Col. Jason 
Parker, who was on Gen. Smith's 
staff and who devised Ihe attomnis 
to catch me napping in my role as 
a dummy peddler. He recalled 
the circumstances chvirly and we 
became fast frituids. He said he 
was cock-sui-e when I .started away 
from Gen. Smith's headquartei-s 
that I was a genuine deaf-mnte 
and he had felt .sorry for me in my 
.•1 til id ion.

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Hook-keeping has hccii roducoij 
lo such as exact science in the me- 
tropolitan banks that the»alerks 
are expected to strike a cornnM bal- 
ance at the clost> of each day's 
work, no mjittcr if the transactions 
have run into the millions of dol- 
lars. VYhen the books fail to bal- 
ance, tho whole force of the bank 
is put to work to discover the error, 
and no dork starts for home un- 
til it hits been discovered, whether 
t amounts to two cents or two 
thous.md dollars, (ienerally a 
quarter of an hour will bring tho 
mistake to light, but sometimes the 
hunt IS kept up until late into the 
night.

ter?" called the cashier through the 
key-hole. 

" Matter? Why, ".• h.ue i:..t 
your forty-live ceni ne along 

homo to bed 1" 

Outside stood the crowd of clerks 
from tho neighboring l>ank. It ap- 
peared that, in making a cash 



transadion, one of I1i<> tmnks had 
paid the of^ier forty-five cents too 
much. Asa result half a liundred 
men had worked for nine hours, 
and the search was only ended 
then because a bright clerk, notic- 
ing the lighi in the liank opposite, 
shrewdly gnes.sed the cause, hunt- 
ed up the cash slip, and iliscoveied 
the error. — Roniid Table.

It is a remarkable fact, upon 
which we have previously com- 
iiKuited, that, although Ihe teach- 
ing and training of Ih^ deaf is one 
of the most necessary of all phil- 
anthropic movement*!, tlie chari- 
table l)eqiiest.s left for this object 
are, comparatively speaking, very 
few. And, when such l>equests do 
hat)pen to be niatle— well, if tin* 
deaf have Ihe benelit of them, 
great is their good fortune ! 

For example, take '.he recent im- 
portant case of tho will of Edward 
Francis (iyde. The tcsttitor, who 
died on the Kith Mai-ch, 1894, left, 
liesides a legacy for the alms- 
houses, the residue of his cstHfe in 
trust for the erection and mainttn- 
anee in the parish of Paiuswick, so 
soon as jiny lan<l shouhl at any 
time 1)0 given or obtained for the 
purpose, of an institution for or- 
pliiin antl poor blind and deaf and 
dumb children. 

Note the conditi. > soon as 

.uiy land should til any time be 
given oroi)tained for the pur))o.se." 
On this condition all depends. 
The executors, feeling uncertain 
whether, in ease of their failing to 
receive or o)>tain the necessary 
land, th«' money should revert to 
the next of kin, or be still lievoted 
to eharilal>le purposes, applied to 
the Chancery (>)urt for a decision. 
For Ihe next-of-kin it was argued 
that the bequests wore particular 
ones, "which would or might lie 
impossible lo fulfill till a period 
that was obnoxious to tlie rule 
agikinst perpetuities, and that 
therefore tho gifis wixe void and 
ihert* was an intestacy" Against 
this it was contended that "there 
was fl, general intention by the tPs- 
lator to devote the liequests to 
charitalile purposes, and that the 
Court would apply the funds cy- 
/)7VN, in case the particular object 
failed, or till it could be provided." 
The case was argued on the 13th of 
January, and decided by Mr. 
.lustico North in favour of the 
heirs. " His Lordship in this will 
could find no general intention to 
devote the lK>quosts to charitable 
purposes, and must therefore hold 
them void for remoteness." This 
decision afTects about £120.000, 
t'l 10,000 of which should have 
gone to the erection and mainten- 
.•ince of the institution for orphan 
poor blind and deaf and dumb 
children. — Brili.^li Dmf Monllili/.

It is doiditful if any officer in the 
navy, aside from an obsolute (!om- 
rinind, involves so vast a responsi- 
bility as that of navigator of a 
nnin-of-war. The duties of this 
im|>ortant station in fornwr years 
fell to olTicers of Ihe rank of 
master, but with the abolition of 
that grade its affairs develope;l 
upon the lieutenants holding Ihe 
high('st numbers on the list. Up- 
on the navigatoi of a warship de- 
pends nol only the task of shaping 
the veSiHcl's <M)urse for any puinl 
across the seas to which destinies 
may direct her, but also the re- 
sponsbility of piloting her in and 
and out of harla^r and selecting 
sale anchorage for her in every 
port visited during tlu? iteriod <•( 
li(!r cruise. Hence il f(dlows that, 
combinetl with a thorough naulical 
training, the conipelent imvigator 
must bo poHS(*ssed of a vast fund 
of geographical, meteorological and 
li.Vdro;;ra,phic'al knowU^lge. While 
at sea. he must know the Vi^ssirl's 
[)osition lo a degree, wlii('h neces- 
sitates his taking fre(|Ucnl ob- 
servations of the celestial bodies 
and making solutions of intricate 
pr(d)lems in geomirtry and trigono- 
metry, smdi as constantly arise 
throu^di deviations liniugh I about by 
innumerable caitses from her given 
coursf! 

Unquestionably the most impor- 
taid, elemenl in navigation, because 
of its infjillibility iiiuler f)rilimiry 
conilitions, in delerniiidng the lati- 
tude, longitude and (trror in the 
stiip's compass, is what is known 
in nmrilime phraseology as "naii- 
ti(!al astnmomy." With the aid 
of a sextant or qinidrant for 
measuring the altitude of the 
heavenly bodies above tin; hori/cm 
or their distance from <"ach other, a 
tinu'piece to mark Ihe inslant of 
an observation, a chronometer to 
show tilt! lime al, the lirst, nuMidian, 
a imutical almanacs ami an a/imtith 
comjmss, the navigator can readily 
dett^nnine his position with the 
utniosi cxactitufhi, thus obviating 
unci-rtuiidies resulting from tln^ 
more simiile but, less accurate mtv- 
thod of dead reckoning. 

The average voyage is more or 
loss charact<Ti/ed by erroneous 
estimate in distances sailed, ih 
varying <-urrenls, ('areless steering, 
de villi ion in the compass, anil 
tiunmrous other obstacles, ami u|ion 
the navigator test the responsibility 
of a<Ijusting such errors. In long 
passages across the o[)eii sea the 
imvigator Is govMjriu'd by a rather 
eom))lex combitmlion of motives, 
which may be siimmetl up as fol- 
lows : To cover Ihe required dis- 
tance in the shorlesi space of time, 
with Ihe smallest exiMduliture of 
fuel find the least wear and tear of 
the vessel that is possible. 

With these objects in view, the 
navigator must, prior to sailing, 
superinteinl perHonally the stowing 
of the hold, lh<( arrangcmeni of 
ballast, water, provisions, stores, 
dr., iiju\ the lnHi)ectlon and ad- 
jiislmentof the inolivo appliances 
of the ship, all of which features, 



sevtsrally and collectively, greatly 
alTecl her speed and seaworthiness. 
If his vessel possesses the facilities 
for making sail, he must, while at 
sea, exercise the keenest judg- 
ment and foresight as to ntili/.ing 
the same, for sail used to good aii- 
vantngo is a great saver of coal, 
while otherwise, if used indis- 
criminately, it may entail much 
loss of time. The expert navigator 
draws the line with exec^eding line- 
iK^HS l)(*twecii a high fail' wind and 
a gale, making the most of the 
former as long as his vessel is not 
jciopardized, heaving her to at 
just the proper period and getting 
under way again at the lirst sign of 
moderation in the weather. The 
comniander of a warshi]» rejioses 
the utmost (!()nlideM<!<! in a skille<l 
and careful navigatoi, and rarely 
intfirfcres with his jilans. Another 
ol Ihe nunwrous details coming 
under the navigator's supervisicni is 
the keeping of the shijj's log. This 
is commenced by him at, tln^ lime 
the ves.sel is placed in comniission, 
ipid its i)ages record the events of 
each succe<«<iing <lay. There is 
absolulely nothing which trans- 
pires, oUicially, on boar<l of a 
man-of-war that is nol written in 
the log, and each day the naviga- 
tor must, <rarry il to the command- 
ing ollicer for his inspection. At 
the ex|iiralion of every six monlhs 
th(! ship's log must be closed and 
forwarde<l to the Navy Department 
at Washington, whore it is placed 
among thv n^cords. 

The navigator is provided with a 
lai'ge and \','ir'ie<l assortment of in- 
struments and api>lian(!es designed 
lo facilitate his work. While in 
I»orl he is often detailed to nuike 
surveys of portions of the coast 
line which may be defective upon 
the charts, or to determine the ex- 
act location of rocks or shoals 
which hitherlo have not been 
marked with snlTici(uit accouracy. 
The hydiograitliic olTiee at Wash- 
ington is hirgely indebted to the 
scientilie achieveuH'Hts of the 
navigating; olllcers of the navy for 
the valuable data it is eiuibled to 
fur'nish to the maritim(> woi'ld, and 
loo much praise* can nol be accord- 
((d them for Ihe infallibility which 
invarviably distinguishes their re- 
ports. Tin; navigatior has cdiarge 
of all the various weather indicators 
of Ihe vesstds, and must render 
«|uarterly reixntsof all nmteological 
observtilions. These are ta,!<en at 
regular iidcrvals by Ihe ((uarter- 
maslersof the watch and fully en- 
tered U|)on the ship's log. The 
imvigator must regularly inspect 
the steering gear, comj)aH.seH, an- 
chor and ciiain (lablesoflhe ship, 
and daily report their condition to 
lh(* (tomm.'inding oHicor. Ih^ must, 
also k<>epa separal(! book in wdiieh 
are retiordeii all caltMilations re- 
lating to Ihe navigation of the 
vessel, and in which no erasures 
am permilled lo be made. At the 
expiration of Ihe cruise this book 
is forwarded to the Bureau ()f 
Navigation. 

The duti(>s of a navigating ofllcer 
are more Ihati sulllc-icnt lo fully 
occupy his time, bnt, nowithstainl- 
ing this fact, ho frequ(Mitly stands 
his watch at sea, while in ])ort he 
is ex-oflici(» the executive olliecr 
during the laller's absence from 
the vessel. 

In a<ldition to tlie foregoing re- 
s|ionsibilities, he is the ordinance 
oHicer of the ship, and, while the 
inechnnit'al work of this depart- 
ment is looked after by the gunm^r 
and his assislants, he must be 
thoroughly in touch with its alfairs. 
In action the navigator liy:iires as 
an important factor, handling and 
manoeuvering the ship throughout 
lh(! battle under the direction of 
Ihe colnmanditig officer. 

Many of the ranking officers of 
the navy who an* celebrated at Ihe 
jiresent day owe their ascension to 
fame lo tlndr early ability as 
navigators. Principal aimnig these 
may be cited Ihe foiiner chief of 
Ihe Bureau of Navigation, Admiral 
li'rancis M. Ramsay, who whiht 
holding tin* rank of the lieutenant, 
won for himself the distinction of 
being the most, accomplished 
navigating officer in the service. 
His nnirke<l ability in Ihe particular 
line secured for him an important 
command at the br<'aking out of 
tin* rebellion, opening up oi)por- 
liinilies in which he ac<|uitled him- 
self with great distinction. His 
war recor<l r<'ads like a, veriseope 
of brillianl naval exploits.

under the oi-sjanization in the I'nit- 
t>d Stales, The salaries paid to 
the teachers are low, pi-obable 
the lowest paid in any school for 
the deaf in the country. This may 
or m;iy not efTecl lh(> s«>h(H)l from 
securing conipteii' is. 

Although the > - salaries 

jire small, yet nothing is paid them 
•luring vacHtiOn, or in other words 
they are granted a respite without 
pjiy. If these t«wichers managed to 
stive most of their salaries (luring 
tli(> school term lh(>y will be able to 
pull through, otherwise they will 
iiav(> to work to hoarti themselves.

.laiiie.s McRea, a 11 \,...., v>id 
deaf and dumb, who has been in 
care of the police at the Woodlawn 
station for several days, told a 
stoiy to-day of how he was enticed 
away from New York by a stranger 
last week, and, after being brought 
to Chicago, w.is l(>ft i<i shift I'm- 
him.folf. 

The lad n.ir^ a inipil in tin-, -i. 
Vincent's school for mutes when he 
was taken away from Js'ew York. 
The school is in Brooklyn, but the 
lad wandered tvcross the bridge jind 
was lost. It is believed by the 
police that the mysterous stranger 
who brought him to Chicago had a 
sinister motive for the act. An ef- 
fort is being made to discover the 
lad's family history antl determine 
whether he is not the heir to some 
valuable »>stafe, which state of af- 
fairs would probably make it worth 
while for certain persons td i..d 
him out of the way. 

James McRea has !« i u m iii,-<ii- 
lulions for mutes since he was a 
baby. He was in St. Mary's sohtwl 
in JtMsey City for sever-al yt^ars anil 
was then taken to New York and 
finally plaOed in the St. Vincent's 
in Brooklyn. One of the features 
of his ea.se is that nobody seems to 
know who has been paying his ex- 
penses The boy hini.self does nor 
know whether he has any parents 
or not. He does not think James 
.McReti is his right name. 

He is well educated and un- 
usually intelligent, although his 
complete ignorance of the ways of 
the world places him at serious dis- 
advantage. He can read and write 
as well as other boys of his age. 
His story was written in answer to 
questions. 

He says he \\;is ".liking along 
the streets of New York when a 
man accosted «*iim and struck up 
an acquaintance. For some reason 
the stranger, who was well dressed, 
took a deep interest in the boy and 
offeretl lo send him to Chicago antl 
secure work for him. The mule 
W!is anxious to accept the offer, 
and accordingly was placid on a 
train by the stranger and slai'ted 
wt^stwanl. His ticket was furnish- 
etl him by the friend, who al.so 
gave him t\0 and wrote an address 
on a piece of paper. Tim latt<>r 
was the place w here the latl was to 
secure employment. 

McRea reaehed (^hicago minus 
the address and without the fit). 
He Inid lost Ihein in some unae- 
c<nint,'ible manner before leaving 
New York. He could not re- 
member the nam(> of the - 
wlieif he was to goandsowai 
ed abtuil the streets. Monday 
night he was found asleep, curled 
up in a tloorway on the South side, 
by Dr. Qanii (Jaien o!' " " '1 ilsitd 
Street . 

Dr. (Taren took the boy home 
and f(>d him and allowed him to 
slay in the house all night. The 
latl ale ravenously and told the 
doctor he had been starving for 
Ihi-ee days. The following day he 
.saitl he wjinted to go out and search 
for work. Dr. Garen gave him a 
dollar and the Iniy went away. 
Tuesday afternoon he returned to 
his benefactor and said he had met 
the man who sent him fn>m New 
York Uo stvid the stranger was 
going to take him to Hammond, 
Ind., where he could earn his 
living. So he went away, and did 
not return, Dr, (lanni did not 
hear anything more of the boy un- 
til he read in a newspaper that the 
Weodlawn police hini t;iken him in 



custody.

The man who the second time had 
made professions of friendship had 
given him a coin and left him late 
al night to care fori ' The 

disappointment and s, . prob-

When t)tlieers Nolan and Daley 
found him he was being pursued 
by a mob of a rough boys and was 
badly frighttMied. 

The police ar(» communicating 
with the St. Vincent's home and 
will return him if arrangement's 
can be mjule. If not, Dr. Garen 
say he will undertake to find em- 
ployment for McRea in the mean- 
time a seaivh Is being carried on 
for the strange man who brought 
him frtun New York. It isbelieve<l 
th»>re is some ciKnimstance in the 
lad's life which has iiui 1>. 
vealed. 

McRea says he met the man from 
New Yt)rk wholly by ehant»e in 
Chicago. He appi-eciates the fact 
that ' \ is unusual, but stui- 

tlily is truth. He is a de- 

vout Catholic. When asketl why he 
tiid not I el urn to Dr. Garen after 
coming back frtmi Hammond, he 
wn)te the following reply : 

"May the Blossetl Virgin 
be with him and may ttii 
him, luH'ause he has done > 
for me, I would like to work so 1 
could pay him back n'"i .i-m.i.i.> *i.« 
amount if required.""
